[ 1. On 3 July the following troop movements were observed: 


25X1 a. 25 enemy tanks were heading south from hunsan

b. South korean troops were evacuating the Yondungpo area

55X4 c. North horean troops were building pontoon bridges across the Han Liver 


in the Sobinggo area 
d. there was fighting in the Kwangjin area. 


2. Ina North Korean tank destroyed by U.S. gunfire in the Osan area, there was a 
dead Caucasian, wearing a dark grey or blue uniform with epaulets with red 
stripes, differing from that of the North korean infantry. 


3. One type of tank used in Osan resewbled the Sherman tank. U.S. 75 ma, anti- 
tank gung were unable to penetrute its armor; the shells were bouncing off, 
The North Korean tankist showed shill in attacking, disregarding small gunfire 
and maneuvering deftly to avoid artillery fire. 
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
